Ross Edward Kleman 
had originally pleaded not 
guilty to the first-degree 
murder of Emily Stauffer 
I in September 2008 in Ed- 
son. His trial was set to be¬ 
gin yesterday, but he 
pleaded guilty to the lesser 
charge of second-degree 
murder. 

The charge carries an 
automatic life sentence. 
Kleman also pleaded 
I guilty yesterday to sexual- 
; ly touching another 
female under the age of 16 
in 2008. 

Stauffer, the daughter of 
a Baptist pastor, sang in 
her church choir and 
loved reading books about 
Jesus. She was killed on 
' the afternoon of Sept. 27 
while she was walking 
along a wooded path in a 
residential area. 

Two boys riding bicycles 
I saw a man attacking a girl 
on the path in the north¬ 
west part of Edson, but by 
the time they alerted a 
woman who lived nearby 
and emergency crews ar¬ 
rived, it was too late. 

The crime shook Edson, 
a resource community of 
8,000 about 200 
I kilometres west of Edmon¬ 
ton on the highway to 
Jasper. The sense of panic 
I was amplified in early Oc¬ 
tober by a report of a sec¬ 
ond attack on a woman, 
but that later turned out 
to be bogus.

Canada won’t support 
funding for abortions in 
the developing world as 
part of a family planning 
initiative, International 
Co-operation Minister Bev 
Oda confirmed yesterday 
on the eve of a meeting 
with her G8 counterparts 
in Halifax. 

Oda said Canada’s contri¬ 
bution to the meeting could 
involve family planning 
and contraceptive methods, 
but not abortions. 

“The details remain to 
be determined,” she said. 
“However, Canada’s contri¬ 
bution will not include 
funding of abortions.” 

Her declaration means a 
debate over abortion could 
threaten a bid to find a con¬ 
sensus at the two-day meet¬ 
ing, which is expected to fo¬ 
cus on improving the 


health of mothers and chil¬ 
dren in poor countries. 

Critics have said Canada’s 
position could conflict with 
the U.S. and other G8 part¬ 
ners who say abortion can’t 
be separated from family 
planning, though Oda said 


this won’t be the case. 

Ontario Liberal MP Bob 
Rae said the Tories’ posi¬ 
tion is ridiculous. “They 
say, ‘We don’t want to re¬ 
open the abortion debate.’ 
Well, they just did.”

“That’s the stunning 
part ...

Pirate Party of Canada sails onto legislative scene 


Yar! There be a new party 
on the high seas of Cana¬ 
dian politics. 

The Pirate Party of Cana¬ 
da can now run buccaneers 
in the next federal elec¬ 
tion, where it says it will 
run on a platform of meas¬ 
ures to fight copju’ight 
laws. 

Canada’s chief electoral 
officer, Marc Mayrand, 
granted the Pirates eligible 
party status April 12. 

They will officially join 
the 19 other registered par¬ 
ties as long as they field at 
least one candidate in the 
next election. 

The party broke the 
news to its “maidens and 
gentlepirates” earlier this 
month. 

“After 10 months of dedi¬ 
cation and hard work, we 
have reached eligible sta¬ 
tus, which only leaves a 60- 
day ‘purgatory’ period,” 
says a statement on the Pi¬ 
rates’ website. 

“After that, we will field 
candidates in subsequent 
federal elections, and be¬ 
gin the real work of a polit¬ 


ical party.” 

The Canadian Pirate Par¬ 
ty’s founders want to make 
it legal to copy songs, 
books, movies and artwork 
for private, non-commer¬ 
cial use. 

The party also wants to 
ban patents on soft¬ 
ware, life forms 
and plants, and 
stretch Cana¬ 
da’s privacy 
laws to cover 
all digital 
data. 

Par¬ 
ties 
that 
want to 
run in 
federal 
elec¬ 
tions 

must be 
registered 
with Elec¬ 
tions Cana¬ 
da. 

Being 
registered 
means the Pi¬ 
rates can 
issue tax 


receipts for political contri¬ 
butions, and they must re¬ 
port their finances to the 
elections watchdog. 

“What this party has 
done is they’ve cleared all 
the paperwork,” said Elec¬ 
tions Canada spokesman 
John Enright. 

“So they’ve gone 
through all of the 
administrative hur¬ 
dles, barring the 
nomination of a 
candidate at 
election. And 
that will make 
them a regis¬ 
tered politi¬ 
cal party.” 
The 
Pirate 
Party 
was 
found¬ 
ed last 
June. It’s 
modelled 
after Swe¬ 
den’s Pi¬ 
rate Party, the 
countiy’s 
third-largest par¬ 
ty, which won a 


seat in last year’s European 
Parliament elections. 

“We need a world ... 
where artists and inven¬ 
tors are free to create with¬ 
out the chains of misman¬ 
agement and executive 
privilege,” says a statement 
on the Canadian party’s 
website. 

“We need to foster tech¬ 
nological development in 
all fields of everyday life, 
in an open manner. 

“We need to bring focus 
to the privacy of the indi¬ 
vidual while shedding 
light on the work that gov¬ 
ernment does so that we 
can avoid hidden laws and 
treaties that attack Canadi¬ 
ans.” 

Pirate Party Leader Jake 
Da 5 mes wasn’t immediate¬ 
ly available to comment. 

The Pirates will join oth¬ 
er, lesser-known registered 
parties such as the Mari¬ 
juana Party, the Rhinocer¬ 
os Party, the Work Less 
Party and the Animal Al¬ 
liance Environment Voters 
Party of Canada.

Web shifting doc, patient power balance 


"The Internet — e-mail — has really 
allowed me and most of the MS patients 
to really work in conjunction with the 
doctors...”

Rebecca Cooney may have 
a debilitating, degenera¬ 
tive disease, but that does¬ 
n’t mean she’s ready to au¬ 
tomatically defer to the au¬ 
thority of the medical com¬ 
munity. 

“I’ve never been a per¬ 
son who thinks somebody 
else can make decisions for 
me. Even my doctors — 
they’re the experts, I take 
what they say, but I have 
my own mind and my own 
information,” says Cooney, 
42, who has been living 
with multiple sclerosis for 
the past 18 years. 

“I’m not one that be¬ 
lieves the pope is the only 
one who can speak to God. 
I can speak to God myself” 

There have always been 
patients with Cooney’s in¬ 
dependent bent. But these 


days there seem to be 
hordes of them, due in 
large measure to the ex- 
traordinaiy reach of the 
Internet. 

A technology that makes 
a pioneering or profiteer¬ 
ing clinic somewhere over¬ 
seas a mere Google search 
away, the Internet is 
changing the nature of pa¬ 
tient advocacy. It’s amping 
up the activism. 

And those more activist 
patients, who share infor¬ 
mation and strategies 
through e-mail, discussion 
boards and Facebook, are 


in some cases altering the 
research agenda in fields 
such as cancer, alternative 
medicine and now multi¬ 
ple sclerosis. 

Some want access to ex¬ 
perimental drugs or thera¬ 
pies before science has 
proven they are safe or 
useful. In other cases, they 
are agitating for a say in 
which theories, techniques 
or treatments get research 
funding. 

Patients like Cooney are 
thrilled about what she de¬ 
scribes as the huge power 
shift she has seen in the 


years since she was first di¬ 
agnosed. 

“The Internet — e-mail 
— has really allowed me 
and most of the MS pa¬ 
tients to really work in 
conjunction with the doc¬ 
tors, which we’ve never 
been able to do,” she says. 

“It used to be almost 
what your neurologist said 
or what your doctor said 
was God. You couldn’t real¬ 
ly debate it. You couldn’t 
say an54:hing. Because you 
didn’t know. 

“Now, I’m empowered. I 
can find out information.” 

Other players are not so 
enthusiastic, sa 5 dng the 
change is fostering tension 
within disease advocacy or¬ 
ganizations and between 
doctors and their patients.

Four bad habits can age 
you by 12 years: Study 


Four common bad habits 
combined — smoking, 
drinking too much, inactivi¬ 
ty and poor diet — can age 
you by 12 years, sobering 
new research suggests. 

The findings are from a 
study that tracked nearly 
5,000 British adults for 20 
years, and they highlight 
yet another reason to adopt 
a healthier lifestyle. 

Overall, 314 people stud¬ 
ied had all four unhealthy 
behaviours. Among them, 
91 died during the study, or 
29 per cent. Among the 387 
healthiest people with none 
of the four habits, only 32 
died, or about eight per 
cent. 

The risky behaviours 


were: Smoking tobacco; 
downing more than three 
alcoholic drinks per day for 
men and more than two dai¬ 
ly for women; getting less 
than two hours of physical 
activity per week; and eat¬ 
ing fruits and vegetables 
fewer than three times dai¬ 
ly- 

These habits combined 
substantially increased the 
risk of death and made peo¬ 
ple who engaged in them 
seem 12 years older than 
people in the healthiest 
group, said lead researcher 
Elisabeth Kvaavik of the 
University of Oslo. The 
study appeared in yester¬

Activists rally against 
animal-testing plans 

Indian bio-tech company set to open lab in Malaysia 


An Indian bio-tech compa¬ 
ny's plans to set up labora¬ 
tories for testing dogs and 
primates in Malaysia have 
angered animal rights 
groups who say the trial 
subjects could face suffer¬ 
ing because the country 
has no regulations on ani¬ 
mal research. 

India’s Vivo BioTech Ltd. 
inked a US$141 million 
joint-venture deal in Janu- 
aiy to set up a biotecholo- 
gy centre in southern 
Malacca state to develop 
and manufacture medi¬ 
cine. The centre will in¬ 
clude laboratories where 
trial medicines will be 
tested on animals. 

Vivo officials declined to 
comment on the issue 
when contacted yesterday.

The March inflation num¬ 
bers clearly showed that 
the large increase for Feb- 
ruaiy was due to the Win¬ 
ter Olympics in B.C. 

Canada’s annual infla¬ 
tion rate in March dropped 
two-tenths of a point to 1.4 
per cent and the much 
more closely watched Bank 
of Canada’s core inflation 
rate fell by four-tenths to 
1.7 per cent (back below 
the two per cent level the 
BoC considers crucial). 

So does this mean that 
Canada’s central bank will 
still raise interest rates at 
its next scheduled meeting 
in June? I believe it does. 

With the new data re¬ 
leased Friday, I believe the 
stock market has even 
more ammunition to move 


higher. A rising interest 
rate environment is never 
a good thing for the stock 
market. However, if the 
rise is gradual, I believe the 
market will be able to cope 
better and not fall as Cana¬ 
da raises its interest rates. 

As well, look for fixed in¬ 
come products like GIC’s, 
government bonds and 
even good quality corpo¬ 
rate bonds to remain pay¬ 
ing a low rate of interest. 
This, too, will only get even 
more investors that are 
tired of these low interest 
rates on fixed income prod¬ 
ucts to move their money 
into the stock market for 
potentially a better return. 

There is a lot of money 
still on the sidelines in in¬ 
vestments like money mar¬ 
ket and high interest ac¬ 
counts. The longer the 
rates stay low, the more 
likely these individuals 
will consider investing in 
the stock market.

Cobb salad wraps with 
tomatoes, avocado and 
black beans 

A cobb salad traditionally 
has loads of chicken, blue 
cheese, bacon and heavy 
dressing. I’ve lightened up 
this classic and tossed the 
main ingredients into a 
wrap. It’s delicious, serves 8 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 8 oz skinless boneless 
chicken breasts (about 2 
breasts) 

• 1/2 cup diced plum toma¬ 
toes 

• 1/2 cup diced red bell pep¬ 
per 

• 1/2 cup diced ripe avoca¬ 
do 

• 1/3 cup canned black 
beans, drained and rinsed 

• 1/4 cup finely chopped 
green onions 

• 1/4 cup chopped parsley 

• 4 tsp lemon juice 

• 1 Tbsp low-fat sour cream 

• 1 Tbsp ohve oil 

• 1 tsp finely chopped gar¬ 
lic 

• 1/2 tsp hot chili sauce 
pinch of salt and pepper 

• 1/2 cup shredded aged 
light Cheddar cheese 

• 4 large whole wheat flour 
tortillas 

METHOD: 

1. Lightly coat a nonstick 
grill pan with vegetable 
spray and set over medium 
heat. Grill the chicken for 4 
minutes on each side or un¬ 
til no longer pink. Cool 
slightly, then slice thinly. 

2. Combine the tomatoes, 
red pepper, avocado, black 
beans, green onions and 
parsley in a large bowl. Add 
the lemon juice, sour 


cream, olive oil, garlic, chili 
sauce, salt and pepper and 
mix well. 

3. Spread one-half of each 
of the tortillas with some of 
the tomato mixture. Top 
with slices of chicken and 
the shredded cheese. Fold 
in 2 sides and roll up. Place 
the wraps in a clean grill 
pan and cook for 5 minutes, 
turning halfway, just 
enough to warm through. 
(Or heat in a 400°F oven for 
5 minutes until warm.) Cut 
in half and serve. 


Spinach salad with 
cinnamon almonds, straw¬ 
berries and goat cheese 

This salad is perfect for 
entertaining with all its vi¬ 
brant colors, flavors and 
textures. The combination 


of spinach, spiced nuts, 
strawberries and goat 
cheese gives it loads of char¬ 
acter. Prepare the almonds 
in larger quantities and 
keep in an airtight contain¬ 
er for up to 2 weeks. 

SERVES 8 

INGREDIENTS: 

Ciimamon Almonds: 

• 1/4 cup whole almonds 

• 1/4 cup packed brown 
sugar 

• 1/2 tsp cinnamon 

• 1/4 tsp nutmeg 

• 1/4 tsp ground ginger 

Salad: 

• 8 cups baby spinach 

• 1 cup thinly sliced red 
bell pepper 

• 1 cup sliced strawberries 

• 1/2 cup crumbled goat 
cheese (about 2 oz) 


Dressing: 

• 11/2 Tbsp apple cider 
vinegar 

• 1 Tbsp olive oil 

• 1 Tbsp apple juice 
concentrate 

• 1 tsp brown sugar 

• 1/2 tsp chopped garlic 

• 1/2 tsp Dijon mustard 

• 6 oz grilled sliced chicken 
or shrimp (optional) 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the oven to 
350°F. Line a baking sheet 
with foil and lightly coat 
with cooking spray. 

2. Rinse the almonds with 
cold water. Drain but do not 
let them diy. Place them in 
a bowl and add the brown 
sugar, cinnamon, nutmeg 
and ground ginger. Toss to 
coat. Spread out on the pre¬ 
pared baking sheet and 
bake for 15 minutes, toss¬ 
ing once. Let cool, then re¬ 
move from the baking 
sheet and chop coarsely. 

3. Place the baby spinach, 
red pepper, strawberries 
and goat cheese in a large 


serving bowl. 

4. Prepare the dressing by 
whisking together the ap¬ 
ple cider vinegar, olive oil, 
apple juice con-icentrate, 
brown sugar, garlic and 
mustard in a small bowl. 
Pour the dressing over the 
salad and toss. Top with the 
chopped almonds. Serve 
topped with grilled chicken 
or shrimp, if desired.

Guiiiano gives readers the skinny on French cooking

Mireille Guiiiano — of 
French Women Don’t Get 
Fat fame — has that lovely 
French accent that, when 
describing food, makes 
you dream of sitting on a 
sunny Parisian patio nosh¬ 
ing on a baguette and 
stinky cheese while 
sipping a heaping glass of 
vin rouge. 

Guiiiano is at it again: Try¬ 
ing to get Americans and 


Canadians to slow down 
and enjoy their food. She’s 
just published The French 
Women Don’t Get Fat Cook¬ 
book (Atria Books) and is 
currently on tour promot¬ 
ing it. 

Metro caught up with her 
on the phone and asked her 
why French women don’t 
get fat. “They cook,” was 
her short answer. The 
longer version is that the 
French have 300-plus years 
of gastronomy and rituals 
to guide them. A lot of it is 


not conscious, she says. “It 
comes from our mothers 
and the grandmothers.” 

As she sees it, zipping 
back and forth between 
Manhattan and Paris, North 
Americans are fascinated 
but afraid of food, forever 
dieting and restricting. 
French women eat a wider 
variety of foods, but in 
small quantities, and make 
special time to cook and 
eat. “To connect with food, 
you have to go to the mar¬ 
ket, feel it, taste it, smell it. 


Eat food that is local and 
seasonal. That’s the way we 
eat in France,” she says. 

“You don’t need huge 
piles of food,” says Guiiiano, 
who has written several 
books — this is the first 
cookbook — in the French 
Women Don’t Get Fat se¬ 
ries. “Don’t eat in a hurry. 
The average American eats 
a meal in four to eight min¬ 
utes. It takes 20 minutes for 
your brain to realize you are 
full,” she says. “If you eat 
fast, those are wasted calo¬ 


ries. You gulp it down. You 
gain weight.” 

It’s a bad habit, for in¬ 
stance, to eat lunch at your 
desk while multi-tasking. 
“Eat slowly. Chew. Put your 
fork down between bites. 
Use all your senses.” Guii¬ 
iano has been on Oprah, 
Dateline and the Today 
Show spreading her mes¬ 
sage. 

The French Women Don’t 
Get Fat Cookbook, with 150 
recipes, reminds us to eat, 
laugh and share.

he last time I 
heard an 5 hhing in¬ 
teresting from 
Jakob Dylan was 
14 years ago — 
when his band, The Wall¬ 
flowers, released Bringing 
Down the Horse. You know 
that album — it’s the one 
with One Headlight and 
6th Avenue Heartache, the 
record that pushed Bob Dy¬ 
lan’s second youngest into 
a similar spotlight his fa¬ 
ther occupied 30-some- 
thing years before. 


Unlike his pops, though, 
he couldn’t continue his 
chart-topping, Grammy- 
winning ways. I lost track 
of Dylan somewhere after 
the third Wallflowers disc 
came out in 2000, and took 
a passing interest two 
years ago, when he re¬ 
leased his first solo disc. 

But when I heard that he 
teamed up with T-Bone 
Burnett — the legendaiy 
musician, now Oscar win¬ 
ning songwriter, and pro¬ 
ducer of Bringing Down 
the Horse — I thought it 
was time to give Dylan an¬ 
other tiy. And after listen¬ 
ing to Women and Coun- 
tiy. I’m glad I did. 

On the surface, the al¬ 
bum sounds a lot different 
than Dylan’s old rock band. 
It’s filled with delicate alt- 
countiy, soft Americana 


and touching harmonies 
from Neko Case and Kelly 
Hogan. It’s not quite as 
spare as Seeing Things, his 
Rick Rubin produced, 
stripped down solo debut, 
but thanks to the quiet at¬ 
mospheric hums of reverb, 
the relaxed vocals and 
l 5 ^ics about self-worth, 
struggle and, less explicit¬ 
ly, about being a working 


dad to four kids, this is his 
warmest record yet. 

When I told Dylan that 
Women and Country was 
coming from a different 
songwriter than I remem¬ 
ber, he disagreed. “I ad¬ 
dressed the music as a big 
band sound, a rock and 
roll sound, but we had 
things like pedal steel and 
horns early on,” he says. 


“It’s all the same for me.” 

He admits that his writ¬ 
ing is more “refined” and 
he now recognizes his 
strengths. If an54:hing, it’s 
his songwriting maturity 
that may be the biggest dif¬ 
ference between this and 
his Wallflowers days — he 
sounds more confident 
pla 5 dng alone, and it seems 
as if, at 40, he’s able to em¬ 
brace the country folk com¬ 
bo he was brought up on. 

“I’m drawn to traditional¬ 
ism,” he says. “The instru¬ 
ments that we’re using on 
this album will be played 
thousands of years from 
now.” 

Although Dylan’s music 
now sounds a little more 
like his father’s, he’s been 
fielding questions about his 
dad for nearly two decades. 
It’s not something that 


bothers him, at least not 
an 5 miore. “It is what it is,” 
he says. “There’s a miscon¬ 
ception for some reason 
that I’ve been waiting for it 
to go away, but I under¬ 
stand it’s impossible to 
think of me and not think 
of the other.” 

Even if he took up some 
other profession he’d still 
get comparisons, he says. 
“You don’t think I’d be ac¬ 
cused of things if I was the 
head accountant? In any 
line of work there would be 
baggage.” 

The elder Dylan is sup¬ 
portive, he points out, and 
with an album as good as 
Woman and Country it 
would be hard not to be.

Where cowboys turn comic

Bill Phillips has a theory 
about why moviegoers are 
drawn to Westerns. 

“There’s comfort in 
(them),” stated the director 
of Gunless, a new comedy 
about fictional outlaw The 
Montana Kid. “The western 
has evolved but you’re still 
getting those (classic) ele¬ 
ments ... it’s like meat and 
potatoes, you know what 
you’re going to get.” 

Phillips knows what he’s 
talking about. A longtime 
admirer of the genre 
(“when I was growing up, 
there was nothing 
better than Butch 
Cassidy & The 
Sundance Kid”), 
the Toronto- 
bred filmmak¬ 
er crafted the 
premise of an 
American gun¬ 
slinger (played by 
Paul Gross, ironically) 
that finds himself stranded 
gunless in peace-loving 
Canada years before he 
even made his 2002 Genie- 
Award nominated feature 
debut. Treed Murray. 


“There is 
something about 
taking those iconic 
elements,” Phillips 
said of the genre. “You 
drag that north of the 49th 
parallel and start pla 5 dng 
with it, bringing in the 
Canadian elements (and) it 
begs comedy. If it wasn’t 


going to be comedy. I’m 
not sure what it would be.” 

As humour-laced as Gun¬ 
less is, Phillips was careful 
not to overplay the genre’s 
American iconography 
maintaining the integrity 
of accentuating such au¬ 
thentic Canuck curiosities 
as sod houses and the pro¬ 


gressive gun laws of Cana¬ 
da in the 1880s. 

“There is historical accu¬ 
racy here,” explained 
Phillips.

Red Beans and 
Rice 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/4 cups dried red beans 
or red kidney beans, 
soaked 

1 ham hock (500 to 700 g) 

1 large yellow onion, 
chopped 

2 stalks celeiy, sliced 
2 bay leaves 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 1/2 tsp dried th 5 nne 
leaves 

1/4 tsp each salt and black 
pepper 

1 cup uncooked long-grain 
white rice 

1/4 cup minced parsley 

METHOD: 

1. In Dutch oven, combine 
water, soaked beans, and 
ham hock. Bring to boil. 
Lower heat and simmer, 
covered, for 1 to 1 1/2 
hours or until beans are 
tender. Drain beans, 
reserving 2 cups liquid. Re¬ 
move 2 cups beans from 
Dutch oven. Slightly mash 


these beans, then return 
to Dutch oven. Remove 
ham. When bone is cool, 
remove meat. Discard 
bone. Cut meat into bite- 
size pieces; return to 
Dutch oven. 

2. Stir in reserved liquid, 
onion, celeiy, bay leaves, 
garlic, thjrnie, salt and 
pepper. Bring to boil, then 
simmer, covered, 30 min¬ 
utes or until vegetables 
are tender, stirring 
occasionally. Discard bay 
leaves. Meanwhile, cook 
rice according to package 
directions, omitting butter 
and salt. Spoon bean mix¬ 
ture over rice. Sprinkle 
with parsley. Serve.
